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THE LAW GETTING TO WORK,

Torosto, Oct, 28.—The law is at last 
getting to work to find out whether Samuel 
Nordheimer and the directors of the Com 
mercial Loan and Stock Company are liable 
for the $400,000 the Federal Bank lost in 
the ‘Little Machine” transaction, Mesare 
Blake, Lash & Cassels, counsel for the 
Feteral Hank directors, have fyled the 
statement of claim, And Mr. Heetor Cam 
eron, GCL, and Chri itopher tobinson, 
W.C., are just now busy in framing a reply 
Mr. HS, Strathy, the statement pro 
ceeds to say, was desirous of lending the 
bank's money onthe bank's own and other 
stock, and in order to avoid the law con 
ceived the seheme of forming a joint stock 
company tinder the provisions of the Joint 
Stock Companies Act, The company was 
formed, the defendant Nordheimer eed th 
esceLin it and agreed to become a share 
holder and promoter of the scheme.

In the manufacture of agricultural imple- 
ments 600 operatives, with machinery, in- 
cluding eighteen classes of wage earners, do 
the work of 2,145 wage earners without ma- 
chinery, displacing 1,545 workers, 


The introduction of machinery in the man- 
ufacture of children’s shoes during the last 
thirty years has displaced six times the 
manual labor now required, and the product 
of manufacture bas been reduced 50 per cent. 
to the consumer. 


In the manufacture of wall paper one 
worker, by the aid of machinery, does the 
work of 100 workers by manual labor, and in 
cutting and drying paper by machinery four 
men and six girls do the work of 100 opera- 
tors by old methods 


In manufecturing gun stocks one man by 
manual labor was able to turn and fit one 
gun stock in one day of teu bours, while 
three men now by a division of labor and the 
use of machinery can turn anid fit 125 to 150 
gun stocks in ten hours This displaces 
the work of forty-four to forty-nine wage 
workers.
